Black Chaff Disease Is Found 


in Crops in Several Coun- 
ties, Pathologist Reports 


Fargo, N. D., July 86.—Black stem 


rust will cause some damage to early 
wheat in the eastern part of the 
state and will inevitably cause con- 
siderable damage to late wheat in all 
iftrts of toe state ,is the pronounce- 
ment of plant pathologists at the 
North Dakota Agricultural college, 
based on samples received from all 
parts of the state and on reports 
jrom a score of county agents which 
are practically unanimous in report- 
ing infections .of rust ranging* from 
light-tojrerjr heavy. 


Appearance of the black chaff dis- 


ease of wheat was reported a week 
ago in the fields sear Fargo. Since 
jrthat time specimens have been re- 


ceived by Dr. Wanda Weniger, plant 
pathologist, -sawing toe presence of 
this disease in Williams, Burke, He- 
Henry, McLean, McKenzie, Morton, 
Adams and Richland counties. Dr. 
Weniger has just returned from Wil- 
listen where she inspected fields that 
showed damage ranging op to 50 per 
^ent from this disease. Beads were 


infected before they came out of the 
boot in some cases long black streaks 
appearing on the stems and leaves, 
.and black markings on the glumes 
which cover the kernels in the head. 
Light weight wheat is produced from 
these infected heads, she declares. 


Specimens of barley from the -Tar- 


so locality show that the black stem 
rust of wheat has spread to this 
plant, and considerable damage will 


ult to individual fields:—Oats- 
reaUTilu umiYJuua. 
also heavily infected with leaf rsst 
and crown rust.

in most localities of the state, the 
. county agents report, and in many 
~> eases-it-has been foun* that-the crop 


will not {iay the coast of harvesting 
and threshing. With present market 
prices, authorities,, declare that far- 
mers cannot afford to ^harvest ati 
eight-bushel crop of rye under aver- 
age conditions. Much of the crop 
now standing will be plowed under, 


~ pastured, or bandies-fed to livestock.

•md north central part of the state, 
but "most other locahtiae were plenti- 
fully supplied with moisture.

ting of wheat has started in a few 
localities, and binders will be in the 
fields in most counties next week. 
Some early oats and barley has also 
been cat. 
' Corn appears to be making^ exeep- 
' tionally good growth this year, the re- 


ports declare, while potatoes "are only 
in fair condition. Potato bugs have 
been more numerous than ever be- 
fore in the northwestern part of the 
state, and have caused considerable 
damage. Weeds and wilt are eans- 
ifls some damage to flax, but the 
average condition of this crop ap- 
pears to be good. .Much of the flax 
will be harvested earlier than usual 
this year, due to the successful cam- 
paign last spring for early planting 
of this crop. 


The western third e* quarter of 
- the state is the only locality from 


which good crops generally may be 
anticipated,, according to" the present 
reports, while apparently the crop is 
the poorest in the territory, ranging 
from McLean to Towner counties and 
/ from Foster to StcHenry, with condi-

tions also unfavorable 4n Red River 
valley counties. Towner county re- 
ports the worst rust epidemic in 22 
years.

Ji)hn D. was born four miles from the village of Rich­ 
mond, N. Y. He was raised on a farm, tramped si.\ miles to 
the little red .schoolhou.se, and slejit in an attic through who.se 
roof the snow sifted in winter. That old hou^c still is stand­ 
ing, hewn from logs and fastened together by wooden pins, 
as was customary in the old days, when iron nails were very 
expensive. 
John D. saw a wild turkey hen in the woods. By patient 
stalling, he finally found her nest. 
He carrie<l away her 
young ones, took them home and fattened them. 
Late in 
the year he drove his flock to the village and sold them. 
The money? He put it in the bank, of course. 


One day afterward, while digging potatoes, young John 
D. leaned on his hoe and began thinking. It occurred to him 
Hiat he had to till the soil several days to get as muoh money 
as his “turkey fund” was paying him a year in interest, and 
for which interest he didn’t have to work a stroke. 
John D. withdrew his money from the bank and invested 
it in turkey hen.s. 
After that, it was just a matter of multiplication. 


From his turkey venture, the elder Rockefeller learned 
a le.«son that shaped his entire businc.ss career. 
During his 
lifetime’he probably has made, as profits, more than a billion 
dollars. 
He could not have made anything like this huge 
{.mount by his own personal direct efTorts. 
That he did accumulate a billion was principally due to hi» 
causing money and other men to work for him. 
< 
Too sensible to be jealous of having able supporters 
around him, he early acquired a reputation for hiring the 
most competent men available—and paying them so liberally 
that no other employer could lure them away except in rela­ 
tively few cases. 
I f you work for money and save it, money will work for 
you. If you work for money and save it, you will be able to 
hire other men to work for you—able to collect part of what 
they create, for your own personal holdings. 
The Rockefeller fortune was built up mainly on these two 
simple principles.

Mr. Johnson, we are told, 
“Is exciptionally well read, clear 
thinking, ‘broad m;nded, iron willed 
and kind hearted.

ignorant, illiterate farmer describ­ 
ed by scores of correspondents and 
writers prior to the election.”

The money? He~put it in the bank, of course. 


One day afterward, while digging potatoes, young John 


D. leaned on his hoe and began thinking. It occurred to him 
that he had to tifl the soil several days to get as much money 
as his "turkey fund" was paying hinva year in interest, and 
for which interest he didn't have to work a stroke. 
John D. withdrew his money from the bank and invested 


it ill turkey hens.
